Q. — The electric utility 
that I own stock in out its 
dividend and has no end of 
trouble. I’ve considered join¬ 
ing a group to campaign to 
get the government to take 
it over. At least that way 
I’d get my money back.

A. — I’d' think that over 
pretty carefully. First there 
would bo the question of 
what you might get for your 
stock if the company was 
taken over by the govern¬ 
ment. A great deal of poli¬ 
tical maneuvering is bound 
to take place in the deter¬ 
mining of a “fair” price. The 
present market price i.s 
hardly a “fair” price be 
cau.se it represents not only 
the appraisal of a stock 
market not far from a ■bear 
market bottom, but all of 
the other current fears about 
the industry. Your particular 
lutility is now selling on the 
market for about $12 a 
sfhare. The actual book value 
of the company is more than 
$33 a share, and the cost of 
replacement today is prob¬ 
ably several times that 
figure. 

I’d also think over care¬ 
fully what might happen to 
you a.s a customer if the 
government takes over your 
electric utility. The record of 
the government in running 
a busine.ss is pretty clear. 
Under political pressure it 
seldom hesitates to rai.se 
prices. Witnesg how postal 
rates keep zooming up. The 
record indicates that when 
g.overnmoint runs a business 
it gives you what it thinks 
is best for you; you .seldom 
get much choice. As a cus- 
lomor of a privately run 
busine.ss, you are much more

The Equal .Rights Amend¬ 
ment will not affecd your 
right of privacy. 

In Griswold v. CJannecti- 
cut 1965, the Supreme Couit 
recognized an independent 
constitutional right of pri- 
vaej' to insure that “the 
sexos will be separated in 
all places that involve sleep¬ 
ing, disrobing or other pri¬ 
vate functians.” Women will 
never have to worry about 
sharing facilities with men. 

Congress has always had 
the power to .draft women. 
Today, however, there is no 
draft for anyone. Several 
hundred thousand women 
voluntee'rs are serving in the 
armed forces. 

Under the ERA, women 
would bo required to reg¬ 
ister with Selective Service 
Boards. And even if there 
should 'be a military draft 
in the future, physical and 
other qualifications for com¬ 
bat duty si ill would be de¬ 
termined by the Selective 
Service Sy.stem. Only 14 per 
cent of the men drafted ac¬ 
tually served' in c-ombat daity 
in Vietnam. 'Tthe othei-s 
filled support roles outside 
combat. 

Women also woaild receive 
the same exemptions as 
men.

Two of California’s largest 
utilities — Pacific Gas and- 
Electric Company and South¬ 
ern California Edison Com¬ 
pany — were ordered by tiro 
California Public Utilities 
Commission to “desist from 
including any political ma¬ 
terial in any of their mail¬ 
ings which is charged in 
whole or in part to opera¬ 
ting expenses.” 

The action came on a re- 
ih«'a.riirig of three complaint 
ca-ses filed again.st the ntill- 
ties in October 1972, chal¬ 
lenging the inclusion of ma¬ 
terial oppo.sing Proposcition 
20 (the Coastal Conservation 
Act) along with September 
and October 1972 utility 
bills. 

The cost of mailing per¬ 
iodic biils for service is a 
utility operating expense, 
the PUC said'. Including pcili- 
tical material aloing with 
such mailing, whether or not 
it results in Increased post¬ 
age, confers ain economic 
benefit upon the utility and 
its shareholders. IncLu-sirm 
of such material in a hill 
mailing rescilts in incremen¬ 
tal overhead expenses being 
’ charged to the ratepayers for 
the processiig of theimater- 
ial along with the mailing, 
the commission found.

1972 “PG&E Progress” along 
with customer bills was “un¬ 
just, unreasonable, imprope.v 
and in violation of rules and 
orders of the Commi.ssio,n.” 

A similar finding wa.s 
made witli respect to the in¬ 
clusion of a letter from 
Southern California Edisoin’s 
president in Edison’s bi¬ 
monthly September 19 7 2 
bills. 

For the pairpo.ses of that 
order, the PUC defind “p<3li- 
tical material” as including 
any publication article, let¬ 
ter, cartoon, or other com- 
miunication whioh; 

(1) Supports or opposes 
any candidate for political 
office. 

(2) Supports or oppo.se.-; 
any state or local ballot 
proposition which appears 
on the ballot in any electio.n 
in the State of California. 

(3) Supports or opposes 
the appointment of <a.ny per¬ 
son to an admini-stative or 
executive position in fed'eraJ, 
■state or local government. 

(4) Supports or opposes 
any change in federal, state, 
or local govcinmor.t legisla¬ 
tion or regulations. 

The PUC In its order, how¬ 
ever notes: “Nothing herein 
should be construed to limit 
legall.v nermi.ssible political 
activity by a utility and its 
sha.reholdors. We only hold 
that .sueh activity may not 
directly or indirectly be 
charged' to the ratepayeis.”

A major cactus and suc¬ 
culent Show featuring exotic 
plants fmm all parts of the 
world will be staged- by the 
Cactus and Succulent So- 
coioty of America Friday 
througli Sunda.y, July 4, 5 
and 6, at the Los Angele.s 
State and County Arboretum 
in Arcadia.

For a number of years I have written that the Los 
Angeles Unified School Disrtict, and other school districts 
in the state were constantly violating the law by using 
taxpayer money, equipment, supplies and taxpayer paid for 
employees to support tax over-rides, school bonds and 
other legislation and ballot propositions to increase the 
money available for public schools. 

Now, at long last a Superior Court Judge, Norman 
R. Bonds has ruled, in a case against the Los Angeles 
Unified School District, filed by Assessor Philip W'atson, 
Citizens Legal Defense Council and other taxpayer groups, 
that the District did violate the law in trying to defeat 
proposition 14, a 1972 proix?rty tax limitation measure. 

For years the School Districts have brazenly violated 
the law with immunity and Watson’s staff estimated 
that in this single case the damages could be as much 
as $5 million. The conflict of interest the School Boards 
cynically and arrogantly indulge in has brought much 
harm to the people of California. Mr. Watson has done 
a great service in seeking to end this Watergate type of 
illegal immorality. 

There was a paragraph in the Rockefeller Commission’s 
report in its investigation of the CIA which said there 
was no evidence at all of CIA participation in the Water¬ 
gate affair. This indicates that all the newspaper head¬ 
lines and radio and television hysterics claiming otherwise 
were just so much hot air.

Failure by the public to take an active part in down¬ 
town studies on a pro|K)se<l $3 biilion county budget 
prompted Supervisor Pete Schabarum to call for com¬ 
munity sessions to take the budget story to the pTOplo. 

It was on Schabarum's motion that the Board of 
Supervisors set two night meetings in the Hall of Ad¬ 
ministration in downtown Los Angeles so that persons, 
who othei-wise could not attend because of work sche¬ 
dules, could participate. 

However, no one showed up the first Wednesday night 
and the session was cancelled because of apparent lack 
of interest. Only a few persons were scheduled to attend 
the Thursday night meeting. 

S<*habarum said he was uncertain why the Wednes¬ 
day night meeting failed to draw attendance, but said it 
was probably because of the distance most would have 
to travel to get to the Hall of Administration. 

"If that personal inconvenience is the reason.” said 
Schabarum, “then it’s our responsibility to take the budget 
story out into our districts.” 

In announcing his decision to hold district meetings 
on the projxwed S3 billion budget, which includes a prop¬ 
erty tax hike of from -10 to 60 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation. Schabarum urged other supeiwisors to follow 
suit. 

He said it is imj>erative that the public participate, 
making known their feelings about how their tax doliars 
are spent. 

“Without that participation, it is difficult for us to 
make judgments that reflect the feelings of our consti¬ 
tuency, which I believe is vital wlien we decide on services 
and costs for the coming fiscal year,” S<‘habarum said. 

So far, said Schabarum. only a few individuals have 
appearetl N'fore the Board of Sup<'rvisors to express their 
nx'ommendations on curtailing governmental costs. 

The others have represented special interest groups 
and all have requested financial grants which, if auth¬ 
orized, would increase costs even more, as much as $14 
to $18 million, he said. 

And more requests are bound to be made before the 
public hearings close and the Board begins its delibera¬ 
tions. 

Schabarum said it is esjxH'ially urgent that the public 
particitxite now because deliberations are rapidly coming 
to a close.
